^ 


Hull association has built commodious 


(|uart<rs with seating capacity for live 
bundred people. Realizing the benefits 
that will accrue to them by an assem- 
blage of this'kind they petitioned George 
MeKerrow, of Madison, in hopes of secur- 
curing a winter meeting. Raymond was 
not only Delected as.u, meting place but 
each session was largely attended and at 
times standing room was at a premium. 


The institute continued for two days 


and was a. pronounced success, Gather- 
ings nf this kind are held for the purpose 
of furthering the agricultural interests. 
W. C. Bradley, of Hudaou, Wis.., was the 
conductor. The first session opened at 
ten o'clock ill the morning with an at- 
tendance of about seventy. Tho subject 
of dairy cows was taken up and discuss- 
od at considerable length. Although Mr. 
.Hradlcy lacks the experience iu the dairy 
line as such men as C: I', (iondrich, the 
well known Badger man who bears the 
reputation as one of the most ardent 
advocates of dairying interests, or H. C.

growing the crops that can best be con- 
verted into the product that i.- I he spec- 
ialtv 
of the individual 
farmer. 
The 


dairymen should gruw teed- fur their 
cattle that will make the hc.-t milk, -uch 
as alfalfa, clever, soy bean-, peas and 
oats. These feeds are high ill protein. 
This saves the purchase of bran 
that 


during the past year has been selling at 
high prices. These feed- arc also tho 
best for growing young cattle, horses, 
sheep and hogs. 
It was stated t h a t sev- 


en pounds, of alfalfa hay is ounivulcnt 
in protein to seven pounds of I.run. The 
horse having its ^ro\vth can safely be 
winter fed on corn fodder, timothy hay 
or oat straw and come out in the spring 
in good condition. 


.More beets and carrots should bo rais- 


ed to feed stock in the winter. 
Variety 


in feeding is al.-u one of the secrets of 
success iu feeding. Where a farmer lia- 
jilrnty ot tiii.othy hay and corn stalks 
ho should not feed outs in connect ion as 
tlii.i is not a balanced ration for cows. 
J.inseed or cotton seed meal-should take. 
thi! place of oats. His talk caused con- 
siderable discussion and will be of piv.it 
bom-tit to dairymen. 


.Mr. Cromau's talk on silage and .-ilo 


demonstrated the fact that the easiest 
wiiy of handling corn crop was to pin. it 
in a silo,

silo, how it should he built ami the ma- 
terial to ho used, declaring thai cheap 
fcilos. formerly advocated aud built have 
been a detriment to the cause.

The afternoon aud tinal session was de- 


voted to a two hours' talk on Hie poul- 
try question which was especially inter- 
ect ing to the large number of Indies in 
the audience. The session closed with a 
talk on roads and

building by 


Charles T. Harrison of Washington, IX 
0. His talk developed 'the fact that pres- 
ent roads of road building in Wisconsin 
were up to date and leading many of 
the adjoining states. The use of more 
gravel WkiN urged and more attention to 
proper drainage. The average attendance 
during the session was about 200. A p<>- 
•tition was circulated at the close of the 
institute for the holding of another in- 
stittilc next year receiving the signatures 
of over 100 prominent fanners.

stitute was a decided success and was the 
means of imparting information of the 
greatest, value.

Adams in the United. SHatcs district court 
here at 10:0o this morning. 
Affidavits 


of many brotherhood ofliuiaJs were simul- 
taneously filed with the answer. 


Until last night work on the imnor- 


faiVl. document had been carried on un- 
rciiiii.tincly since Friday last by .Itidjrc 
W. T. Tnv'in of Peorin, His., K ,T. Pinncy 
of Cleveland and John It. Jlurphy of 
Denver, counsel for the Brotherhoods in- 
terested. It contained

GRIEVANCES UNNOTICED. 


The answer slates 'that the several em- 


ployes engaged in tho train service of the

quently presented their grievances 'to tho 
VTalwsh officials for adjustment and a 
settlement, and that the officers of said 
company have, persistently 
refused 
to 


take up and consider or 
discuss such 


grievances with its 
several 
employes 


from lime to lime during 'the past few 
years, or make any reasonable permanent 
rules or regulations governing the 
ser- 


vice- of their respective employes, and 
that this continued vaceilating policy on 
'(.he part of the oflicinls of the company 
linully culminated 
in presenting

grievances aud complaint to (he several 
boards of adjustment and grievance com- 
mittees of the two labor organizations 
known as the Brotherhood of Lacomotive 
Firemen and 'the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen.

violating its 


contracts with many of its employes and 
without s-eriously interfering with the 
operation of its different lines, and deny 
( h u t such concession- as requested would 
interfere with the Wabush ill the per- 
formance of it< duly as common carrier 
nr in respect to the interstate commerce 
| law or iu operating it- mail trains as is 
alleged. 


NO TURK AT OF STRIKE. 


The defendants further deny that they 


ever maliciously threatened to order a 
strike, but stale that they did represent 
to the VVabush that many of it* em- 
ployes had determined to withdraw from 
its employment unless it acceded to the- 
reasonable demands and requests made 
bv the defendants in their behalf in the 
payment of wages nnd changes in rules, 
but that if a strike should occur it would 
he a voluntary act or the part, of the 
employes. 


It is further denied that any attempt 


was made to induce a strike by Jotters 
or cirnihu-s. but. if any inflammatory 
letters or circulars were sent, out it was 
not done by any committee or ofliccr of 
said labor organizations or by their ap- 
proval 07 COll.-iCJlt.

strike at the Schoen Manufacturing com- 
pany a $10,000 daiuage suit has been in- 
stituted in the circuit court by the com- 
pany against local union No. 41, of the 
International Garment 
Makers' union. 


The complainant is Mrs. Kosa Schoeu, 
manager of the linn, and the defendants

to discharge, and to compel complainant 
against her will to r-niiduct her business 
recording to the dictations 
and

agement proscribed by the Inli-rnutiiinu! 
Garment Makers' 
union. She further 


aver< t h a t January 10. 10IK1. the defend- 
ants inaugurated a strike and t h a t since 
then it has been their practice to threat- 
en her employe- (non-union) with per- 
sonal violence and social ostr;iei-m and 
other unlawful wrong if they refused to 
join the union. 1 hereby expecting com- 
plainant to accede (o the defendants' de- 
mands.

.\iatlipw .Hidingcr. .resident nf the local 
Trades and Uibor council, and 
Christ 


Jcnseu. are the leaders of the strike and 
have caused lo be placed on duly at 
Sclioen's factory pickets who have con- 
stantly been accosting her employes and 
warning them to keep away from work 
in the factory, who would block its pns- 
sugp 
ways, 
brand her 
employes

"scabfi." and would hoot and yell and 
create all sorts of disturbances, through 
all of which reasons the complainant al- 
leges she has suffered damage to the ex- 
tent ot" $10,000. wherefore she demands 
justice to tho aforesaid ajnount. 


Together with 
the above 
suit Mrs. 


SchotMi hns secured the serving of an in- 
junction from Judge Kelden which ;i»ks 
thnt during the dcndniice. of the above 
notion the. defendants bo enjoined and 
restrained from interfering in the con- 
duct and management of her business by 
their 
present intimidation, and 
from 


picketing, collecting ut or near the fac- 
tory or entering it. 


ORKJIN OF TROUBLE. 


The formation of the. local branch of 


the International Garment Makers' un- 
ion is at the bottom' of (ho whole dis- 
ruption. The national officers were here 
in January and unionized 
20 of 
tin: 


Schoen company's employes. When the 
companv 
was apprised of the. fact 
it 


caused a lockout of the unionized ones, 
mostly girls and women. The officers of 
the llmi termed the occurrence a walk- 
out because they had refused to recog- 
nize the new union, while the employes 
called it a. lockout because they had un- 
ionized. After a. few weeks of idleness 
the union organizers returned to the 
city and used their ofliccs for bringing 
about a seltlmupnt by arbitration, which 
resulted in a pi-HCtie.il victory for Ihe 
union. Two days after the compromise 
hod been reached work was resumed, hut 
for only one day as the present strike 
was then precipitated, the union mem- 
bers claiming Mrs. Schoen had broken 
the agreement entered into by arbitra- 
tion, by reason of the fact that she did 
not reinstate oach employe to his or ir- 
respective former position. 


Pickets were placed on duty and arc 


still OH duty. Since then general dis- 
turbances have taken place in which the 
police have had to restore order. 


CALLS I* A^ OtfTfiAGE. 


Matliew Bidinger. 
president of 
the 


Trade" .nnl Labor council a.'id the alleg- 
ed strike leader, in a.u intcrTfew tod*y 


said: ''The news of the grafting of an 
injunction came as a complete surpri-se 
to me. It is au outrage inasmuch as wo, 
were not given .111 opportunity in which 
to show cause why the injunction should 
not be granted'. 


"The. first intimation I had of this pro- 


cedure was late Saturday evening when 
one of the first on whom papers had been 
served told me about it, but as to myself. 
I was not officially notified until this 
morning. 
Jit compliance with the man- 


date I immediately went to the factory 
and dismissed the pickets, two in num- 
ber, from duty until further orders.

Although Racine county iia-s been fav- 


ored for the past fifteen years with au 
anual farmers' institute, it was the first 
lime during this period that Raymond 
Las had a benefit of this kind of a meet- 
ing in their, thrifty little town. During 
the past year the Raymond Amusement 
Hall association has built commodious 
quarters with seating capacity for five 
hundred people. Realizing the benefits 
that will accrue to them by an assem- 
blage of this'kind they petitioned Ge.orge 
McKerrow, of Madison, in hopes of scour- 
curing' a winter meeting. Raymond was 
not only selected as a. meting place but 
each session was largely attended and at 
times standing room was at a, premium. 


The institute continued for two days 


and was a pronounced success. Gather- 
ings of this kind are held for the purpose 
of furthering the agricultural interests. 
W. C. Bradley, ot Hudson, Wis., was the 
conductor. The first session opened at 
ten o'clock ill the morning with an at- 
tendance of about seventy. 
The subject 


of dairy cows was taken up and discuss- 
ed at considerable length.

Uradlcy larks the experience in the dairy 
line as such men as C". i1. Goudrich, the 
well known Badger man who bears the 
reputation a* one of the mo^t ardent 
advocates of dairying interests, or H. C.

The menu was 
t-ervcd by the ladies of the local church 
and consisted of all the good tilings im- 
aginable. 


The ut'ternoon !?es»ion opened with a 


song rendered by a quartette or ladies 
followed by another discourse by Mr. 
Bradley on the subject of good feeding 
find the care o! stork. He paid a de- 
served compliment to the ludies who pro- 
vided the dinner. Ho spoke ol tne ben- 
otits of the cooking school being held in 
connection with the work of the insti- 
tute. He also showed the necessity of 
growing the crops that can bt;*i be con- 
verted into the product that i> the spec- 
ialty 
of llie individual 
farmer. 
The 


dairymen should gnnv t'eeds fur their 
rattle that will make the best milk. Mich 
as alfalfa, clover, soy beans, pea^ and 
oat.-*. These feeds are high in protein. 
This, saves the purchase of bran that 
during the past year has been selling at 
high prices. These feeds are also the 
best for growing young cattle, horses, 
sheep and hogs. It was stated that sev- 
en pounds of alfalfa hay is equivalent 
in protein to seven pound? of bran. The 
horse having its growth can safely be 
winter fed on corn fodder, timothy hay 
or oat straw and come out in the spring 
in good condition. 


More beets and carrots should be rais- 


ed to feed stock in the winter. Variety 
in feeding is u\ao one of the secrets of 
.success in feeding. 
Where a farmer lias 


plenty of tin othy hay and corn stalks 
he should not feed oats in connection as 
this is not a balanced ration for co\vs. 
Linseed or cotton seed meal -should take 
the place of oats. His talk caused con- 
siderable discussion and will be of great 
benefit to dairymen. 


Mr. Croman's talk on silage and silo 


demonstrated the fact that the easiest 
wav of handling com crop was to put it 
in a silo, lip gave a description of a 
silu. how it .should be built and the ma- 
terial to be used, declaring that cheap 
silos formerly advocated and built have 
been a detriment to the cause. The only 
silo that has proved successful 
is one 


built of concrete. Only round silos arc 
being built at present and is the only 
kind proving successful.

C'aldwell. Racine county. Mr. Utter is 
one of the successful farmers of the 
county who markets his products in Mil- 
waukee. His experience proves that this 
line of farming is profitable carried out 
in this particular section. 


The afternoon and final session was de- 


voted to a two hours' talk on the poul- 
try question which was especially inter- 
esting to the large number of ladies in 
the audience. The session closed with a 
tnlK on roads and

building by 


Charles T. Harrison of Washington, D. 
C. His talk developed 'the fact tliat pres- 
ent roads of road building in Wisconsin 
were up to date and leading many of 
the adjoining states. The use of more 
gravel was urged and more attention to 
proper drainage. The average attendance 
during the session was about 200. A pe- 
tition was circulated at the close of the 
institute for the holding of another in- 
stitute next 3'ear receiving the signatures 
of over 100 prominent fanners.

COULD MAKE CONCESSIONS. 


The defendants deny thU the.Wabash 


cannot acccue to-the demands for such 
increase in the wages and the modifica- 
tion of the rules and regulations govern- 
ing employment without violating its 
contracts with many of its employes and 
without seriously interfering with the 
operation of its different lines, and deny 
that such concessions as requested would 
interfere with the \Vabash in the per- 
formance of its duty as common carrier 
or in respect to the interstate commerce 
law or in operating its mail trains as is 
alleged. 


NO T'HRKAT OF STRIKE. 


The defendants further deny that they 


ever maliciously threatened to order a 
strike, but s'tate that they did represent 
to the Wabash that many of its em- 
ployes had determined to withdraw from 
its employment unless it acceded to the 
reasonable demands and - requests made 
by the defendants in tiieir behalf in the 
payment of wages and changes in rules, 
but that if a strike should occur it would 
be a voluntary act on the part of the 
employes. 


It is further denied that any attempt 


was made to induce a strike by letters 
or circulars, but if any inflammatory 
letters or circulars were sent out it was 
not done by any committee or officer of 
said labor organizations or by their ap- 
proval or consent. 


TO REAPPEAR FOR HEARING. 


Court vins in session but three min- 


utes, during which the answer was tiled, 
and then an indefinite recess was taken.

strike at the Schoen Manufacturing com- 
pany a $10,000 damage suit has been in- 
stituted in the circuit court by the com- 
pany against local union No. 41, of the 
International Garment 
Makers' union. 


The complainant is Mrs. Rosa Schoen, 
manager of the firm, and the defendants

to discharge, and to compel complainant 
against her will to conduct her business 
according to the dictations

agement prescribed by the International 
Garment Makers' 
union. She further 


avers that January 10, 1003. the defend- 
ants inaugurated a. strike, and that since 
then it has been their practice to threat- 
en her employes (non-union) with per- 
sonal violence, and social ostracism anil 
other unlawful wrong if they refused to 
join the union, thereby expecting com- 
plainant to accede lo the defendants' de- 
mands. It

further charged 
that 


IWathew Bidinger, president of the local 
Trades and Labor council, and Christ 
Jensen, are- the lenders of the strike and 
have caused to be placed on duty at 
Schoen's factory pickets who have con- 
stantly been accosting her employes and 
warning them to keep away from work 
in the factory, who would block its pas- 
sage ways, 
brand her 
employes 
a« 


"scabs," and would hoot, and yell and 
create all sorts of disturbances, through 
all of: which reasons the complainant al- 
leges she has suffered damage to the ex- 
tent of $10,000. wherefore she demands 
justice to the aforesaid amount. 


Together with 
the. above suit. Mrs. 


Schoen has secured the serving of an in- 
junction from Judge Belden which a«ks 
that during the doudance. of the above 
action the defendants be enjoined and 
restrained from interfering in the con- 
duct and management of her business by 
their 
present intimidation, and 
from 


picketing, collecting at or near the fac- 
tory or entering it. 


ORIGIN OF TROUBLE. 


The formation of the local branch of 


the International Garment Makers' un- 
ion is at the bottom' of the whole dis- 
ruption. Tlie national officers were here 
in January and unionized 20 of the 
Schoen company's employes. When the 
company 
was apprised of the 
fact 
ifc 


caused a lockout of the unionized ones, 
mostly girls and women. The officers oE 
the firm termed the occurrence a walk- 
out because they had refused to recog- 
nize the new union, while the employes 
called i.t a lockout because they had un- 
ionized. After a few weeks of idleness 
the union organizers returned to the 
city anil used their offices for bringing 
about a settlement by arbitration, which 
resulted in a practical victory for the 
union. Two days after the compromise 
had been reached work was resumed, but 
for only one day as the present strike 
was then precipitated, the union mem- 
bers claiming Mrs. Schoen had broken 
the agreement entered into by arbitra- 
tion, by reason of the fact that she did 
not reinstate each employe to his or her 
respective former position. 


Pickets were placed on duty and are 


still on duty. Since then general dis- 
turbances have taken place in which the 
police liave had to restore order. 


CAtLS If^Jf

Mathew Bidinger. 
president of 
the 


Triules and Labor council and the allege 
ed strika. leader, in aji interTfe\v. 


said: "The news of the granting of an 
injunction came as a complete surprise 
to me. It is an outrage inasmuch as we 
were not given an opportunity in which 
to show cause why the injunction should 
not he granted. 


"The first intimation I had of this pro- 


cedure was la-te Saturday evening when 
one of the first on whom papers had been 
served told me about it, but as to myself 
I was not officially notified until this 
morning. In compliance with the man- 
date I immediately went to the factory 
and dismissed the pickets, two in num- 
ber, from duty until further orders. 


"The firm of'Cooper, Simmons, Nelson 


and Walker fras been engaged to conduct 
our defense in the damage suit. We will 
light every inch of: the contest to the ut- 
most. Our strike was inaugurated for 
the purpose of upholding the rights of 
labor, and not once since its enforce- 
ment have we gone out of the bounds of 
law. It 
was 
conducted 
peacefully 


throughout and the recent disturbances 
did not emanate from, our ranks as 
charged., I am informed that they 'were 
created by small boys hired by one of 
the leaders of the opposing faction for 
that purpose as a'means by which to in- 
cite public sentiment against us and in 
favor of them. The truth, however, has 
been learned and the public sides with 
the strikers. We are in the right and 
will win. Prospects of attaining that 
end arc brighter now than ever." 


THE TAFF VALE CASE. 


Mrs. Schoen in beginning action 
has 


perhaps taken encouragement from the 
$11.5,000 damages-and coats amounting in 
all to about $250,000 secured by the Tall' 
Vale railroad in England against its em- 
ployes who went on strike. The amount 
was not awarded because of actual dam- 
ages to the road from violence, but be- 
cause of loss sustained by 
tlie 
sudden 


quitting of work of the 
railroad em- 


ployes . The first decision by Judge Far- 
well was a victory for the railroad. .The 
attorneys for the men made a motion to 
s'trike out the name of their society— 
the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway 


Servants—on the ground that it was not 
an incorporated body, and hence was not 
suable in its registered name, against 
which, therefore, 
an injunction order 


could not lie. 


But 
'the judge made 
n. sensation 


throughout the country'by deciding that 
although'not incorporated, a trade union 
could be sued in its registered name, and 
that an injunction would lie against tlmt 
name. 


An appeal was at once carried to the 


higher court of appeals which body re- 
versed Judge Farwall's decision. 


It was the turn of the Tan" Vale rail- 


road to become dissatisfied. It made ap- 
peal from this court of appeal decision 'to 
the still higher court of the house of 
lords, the highest tribunal in the land. 


On July 22. 1902, the law lords unani- 


mously reversed the unanimous judgment 
of the court of appeal and restored that 
of Judge Farwell, 'the essence of whose 
decision was this: 


That while parliament did not provide 


for the incorporation of trade unions, the 
latter must lie liable for the acts of their 
agents, the same 
ap ; if the. unions had 


been incorporated; that a trade union 
has a lawful right to strike, "but that it 
becomes responsible for whatever loss or 
injury is suffered in consequence by the 
person or corporation against whom the 
strike is directed. 


It was a very adroit 
decision, and 


closely resembled that celebrated judg- 
ment of court during ihe slavery days in 
this country which gave: 


l;Tlie law to the North and -the nigger 


to the South." 


The Taff Vale decision declared that a 


trade union has the right to strike, but 
that it cn-n be held responsible for any 
loss 'that may ensue io thfi other partv,

in such manner that, only a reasonable 
profit be allowed, 'the - benefits of pre- 
venting exorbitant profits to go to.those 
who contribute the profits, i. e., the trav- 
eling public, by a reduction of fare.

How many people there are who would 
not hesita'te to do this and consider that 
they had committed no crime. They 
would not put a hand into their neigh- 
bor's pocket and take the price "of the 
ride therefrom, but t.hf-y dodge the con- 
ductor and ride free, if they can, or en- 
ter into a conspiracy with a dishonest 
•onductor and by a payment of a fee to 
him, 
cheat the railroad out of its just 


dues, and their slumbers are not dis- 
turbed by the thoughts of a dishonest 
act.There is a general prevailing sentiment 
that any advantage gained over a rail- 
road of'street car company, fair or un- 
fair, honest or dishonest, is all right. I 
cio not say what has caused this state of 
affairs, it'may be the conduct of the cor- 
poration towards the public, or other 
reasons, but. however that may be, I be- 
lieve that the public can afford to be 
honest with the corporations and even- 
tually can compel the corporations to be 
honest with the public. 


.This general opinion that a street car 


company should be done, by fair or foul, 
is the real reason why it is almost uni- 
versally believed that a street car com- 
pany should be compelled to pay money, 
liuifcl bridges, or psvri streets, for the 
privileiic of operating its cars. One oth- 
er reason, \\-ithout doubt, is the belief 
that, the ronipany can well afTord tn do 
these thina's. In some i.-itics this is true, 
for thp I'ompanios are making move than 


legitimate profit, or in other words 


ikiiuv fror.i the public more than they 
luiuld for what they furnish. 
The public streets arc dedicated to 


public travel and are required to be kept 


condition for public travel hy the 
;. The street car is one of the mod' 


crii means of travel. The operation ol 
a street car line is the use of tin- street 
by tha public. The street car company 
furnishes, far hire, a convenience for tha' 
use. and is authorized to do so by the 
city. Our courts have said that the op 
eration of a »Lreet car line imposes n 
burden, on the abutting property owner 
additional to thnt for which the stree' 
was originally dedicated. That is. tha 
a street, once dedicated to the publi 
use. is subject to new and modern moans

A member is a contributor and -an elec- 
tion of directors must be made by such 
contributors and later the directory elect 
the regular officers. The agent is select- 
ed by the directors and referred to the 
parent organization in Milwaukee, which 
in turn recommends his appointment by 
the governor.

waukee is duly incorporated and the lo- 
cal organization being a branch gets its 
protection in this way.

who is interested in the welfare of the 
city, stated to one of the Journal rep- 
resentatives last evening that according 
to his predictions the Milwaukee Elec-

The auditor of the 
treasury ascertains and reports upon the 
facts and the accuracy of the account, 
while the comptroller of the 
treasury 


construes the law and authorizes the is- 
sue of a warrant for the disbursement 
of the money. 


"According to Mr. Cannon's statement 


last night the claim of South Carolina 
had already been examined and the Unit- 
ed States has been found to be indebted 
tn that state in the sum of 34 cents in- 
stead of $^7,000 which Senator Tillmnn 
insisted upon. The account must he re- 
viewed again under the new appropria- 
tion, arid the auditor will be derelict in 
his duty if he allows a cent more or a 
con't less thnn the actnnl nmonnr due. 
The comptroller will then add his ap- 
proval and the warrant will go on to 
Secretary Shaw for his signature. Sec- 
retary Shaw cannot add a dollar to the 
findings of the auditor. lie cannot com- 
pel any accounting officer to render a 
statement or make a warrant for any 
particular amount.

oi the tax bill remains to be seen. The 
assembly passed 
it yesterday, in the 


form in"which it came from the commit- 
tee, with 87 votes for it and not one 
against. It will go over to the, senate 
Monday evening and be referred to the 
committee on assessment and collection 
of 
taxes, of which Mr. Whitehead is 


chairman. The railroad men will then 
be given an opportunity to be heard 011 
the bill, the only argument they pre- 
sented to the assembly committee being 
the 
brief of Attorn'sy Bowers of

Central, as has been stated, does not op- 
pose the ad valorem system, but does 
urge the creation of a separate board, 
instead of the tax commission, to deter- 
mine the value of railroad property, pro- 
posing to have this board made up of one 
member from each congresiaonal district 
in the state. It will not be surprising 
if this plan, or something very near it, 
is recommended by the senate commit- 
tee. 


MILL MAKE HARD FIGHT. 


The freight rate bill, which provides 


for the establishment of a state railway 
commission with authority to fix maxi- 
mum rates, finally reached the assembly 
Friday, through the committee on rail- 
roads, and was referred back to that 
committee. Chairman' Oilman says the 
railway people will be given ample op- 
portunity to be heard on the bill, and 
that it is uncertain as to when it will be 
reported back to the assembly. This i 
the bill on which the railway people will 
make their hardest fight. With full au- 
thority to fix rates, the passage of the 
bill increasing their taxes would not be 
a serious matter to them, as they could 
easily make up the difference by raising 
the "rates for freight traffic, and show 
the business men that the increased tax 
fell on them and not on the railwaj 
companies. But with a law providing 
for a limitation on rates, it ia entirely 
a different proposition, and they wil 
fignt tooth and nail to defeat it. Con 
Biderable. doubUis already expressed a 
to its success even in the 
assembly, 


where the administration men are sup- 
posed to be in full control. If it is beat- 
en, it is likely to become the ''para- 
mount issue" in 
the next state com- 


paign. 


The bill is, as 1ms been predicted, a 


copy of the Iowa law in its main fea- 
tures, bat differs in several of its de- 
tails. The first board is to consist of 
the railroad commissioner and two mem- 
bers appointed by the governor, one for 
four and one for six years. Then the 
commission .becomes an elective 
body, 


one member being elected in 1004, and 
one 
each two years 
thereafter. The 


members are to receive salaries of $3,600 
per year, and arc required to give bonds 
in the sum of $20,000 each. 


WILL BECOME A LAW. 


The Lenroot bill providing for sub- 


mission to vote of the people of fran- 
chises granted by cities to electric rail- 
way, electric lighting, gas, water or tel- 
ephone companies, was ordered to en- 
grossment and third reading in the as- 
sembly Friday without opposition, and 
seems likely to become a law. The bill 
provides that no franchise shall become 
operative until sixty days after it ha* 
passed, and that it within these sixty 
days ten per cent of the voters petition 
for its submission to vote of the people, 
it shall be so submitted. The only de- 
bate was over an amendment offered by 
Mr. Oaborn of Hurley limiting the time 
during which the franchise shall be held 
in abeyance after paflsed to thirty days, 
instead of sixty days. This was oppos- 


ed by Milwaukee members, who said it 
would be impracticable to go through 
the required form of circulating the po- 
rtion within-thirty days in that city, 
and 
Mr. Osborn finally ' withdrew his 


amendment. 


GIVEN ANOTHER CHANCE. 


The Williams bill prohibiting mar- 


riages of whites and blacks is to have 
another chance, before a different com- 
mittee. The judiciary committee had a
